I remember the Dial Light Effect and the Fila. glow syndrome well.

RX for that purpose was a used heath HR-10. It had a perf-top cab. 
Our house was a 1&1/2 story ex-summer house, converted to full year 
use. The ceiling upstairs was the inside of the peaked roof, so it 
was at an angle that reflected the lights from inside the radio 
right back at your face. But the greatest thing was the effect of 
the curved glass envelopes of tube and lightbulb sending their light 
through the top holes in the cabinet at the angled ceiling.It formed 
some sort of lense effect, and the magnified images of the filaments 
of one of the lite bulbs, and 2 or 3 of the tubes, could be clearly 
seen on the sloping ceiling above. It was an especially mystical 
sensation when the room was almost completely dark. I always got 

the feeling that I was about to hear some mysterious message that I 
shouldn't, and the dark room and mystical lights of the radio always 
added to the effect. I still feel that way every time I turn on one 
of the old tube sets, and as they warm up, the smell of 6 months or a year 
of new-settled radio-dust augments the feeling and the memory. 


I guess it's different, and the same, for us all.

There have been quite a few posts lately about reattaching vacuum tube 
anode caps and socket bases. The suggestions have been interesting. Ray 
Colbert, W5XE, quoted some excellent advice on anode caps from GE Ham News 
but this article said merely to use new cement but did not specify the 
type. Stan Griffiths, W7NI, then asked about loose bases on CRT's. 
Marty, AA4RM, suggested Elmer's carpenter's glue or horse hide glue. Bob, 
K9EUI, mentioned he had success with "Crazy-Glue" and epoxies. Roger, 
WQ9E, suggested hot melt adhesives on tube bases. One person suggested a 
high temperature stove gasket adhesive based on sodium silicate. [I hope 
I got all the right people quoted properly. Our firewall evidently lost 
several BA digests sent here and I had to access Steve Modena's archive 
(sunsite.unc.edu). I do not have a name with the post about the Rutland 
gasket adhesive. If I got things mis-quoted or confused, I apologize. ] 


I was able to photocopy a few pages from "Materials and Processes of 
Electron Devices" by Max Knoll earlier today. This book is one of the 
best and most complete texts on tube manufacturing that I have seen. 
Reading this a few months ago convinced me that manufacturing vacuum tubes 
in the USA may soon be a lost art. From this book, it is easy to see why 
the Chinese tubes are so bad! In any event, Knoll has a section on tube 
basing cements. He presents a very complete table listing the 
compositions and properties of a number of cements. It is much too long 
to type here, but I will read through it carefully this weekend and make 
some suggestions early next week. 


I can say, however, to definitely stay away from carpenter's glue (casein 
and polyvinyl acetate based), horsehide glue, and sodium silicate based 
glues. The cyanoacrylate glues and hot melt adhesives are unsuitable for 
plate caps (too hot) but might possibly work on CRT bases which are 
relatively cool. I suspect that 24-hour epoxies may be good while the 5- 
minute epoxies may not be suitable. But before anyone uses them, allow me 
to read Knoll's table carefully and comment next week. 


And if Jack G. F. Hill does not object, I will write a little about the 
humorous discovery of cyanoacrylate adhesives too. To keep this on track 
about BA equipment, I'll also write a little about where these glues are 
best suited and where they are unsuitable. [Hey Jack, I finally got your 
books GBC bound today. They will be in the mail next week.] Once again 
please use the address below when sending me email. Thanks.

The fastener in the unit is called a "stud", and for a .064 thick panel, 
the basic part number is PFSC35-38A. The strips that are used to mount 
to the airframe are sold in 10 foot sections for about $100 apiece (some 
distributors may sell cut pieces). Part number for right angle mount is 
PR35 and for flush (back side) mount style the p/n is PR35-1. 


Most any avionics shop would probably have some of this stuff, and they

The two German machines were Geheimschreiber (Secret-writer) and Lorenz. 
TUNNEY (with an E) was the machine that translated the data prepared by 
Colossus. In many ways TUNNEY was the more important machine but it has 
never had the 'fame' it deserved because it remained on the scret list 
until a couple of years ago. Over a ten-year period myself and another 
journalist pressured the Government Communications Headquarters to allow 
one of the original TUNNEY/COLOSSUS team to publish his memoirs but they 
refused point blank until 1993 when Prof. Hinsley (the official 
government historian on these matters) edited a compendium book on all 
that went on at Bletchley Park. Now TUNNEY has been written up in all its 
glory, complete with circuit diagrams.

A few BA issues back the Walter Tompkins books (CQ Ghost Ship, SOS at Midnight, 
etc) were mentioned as something that might help interest youths (and perhaps 
some old-timers too) in exploring the world of ham radio.

They ARE good reading, especially for us old-timers!

"books" written within the last 4-5 years, and thereby are a little more 
timely from our hobby's standpoint. These stories deal with the adventures 

of a high school / college age female ham living in the Northwestern USA. The 
four titles (in order of relase) are NIGHT SIGNALS, HOSTAGE IN THE WOODS, 
FIREWATCH, and EASY TARGET. You can read about how Kim, KA7SIJP, works to 

save lives as well as catch criminals, as well as see her relationship 

with Marc, KA7ITR, develop. 


They have been interesting reading for me as well as for several youths 
in a Boy Scout Troop with which I am associated. I think these stories 
have helped explain some of the "mystique" of ham radio to those who 
have not been around parents, relatives, or friends who were hams. 


So along with CQ GHOST SHIP and the others in that series, take a look at 
NIGHT SIGNALS. After all, we need to do all we can to get the young ones 
interested so they are can appreciate the BA's we have dumped in our garages 
and want to give them someday!

Any FM receiver can be used as a deviation meter by the addition of a meter 
to the discriminator circuit. The only real problem you have is accurately 
calibrating the thing, tho it can be done by the Bessel null method applied 
to an FM signal generator. 


As far as the effects of SCA are concerned, the SCA subcarrier will show up 
as a portion of the total deviation of the main carrier. How much of the total 
deviation it comprises is referred to as the SCA injection level.

Our local SWL club had a mini-DXPedition to Maine last weekend. 
We've done expeditions in the past, generally to all-comforts-of- 
home places. No roughing it. And what we usually listen for are 
hard to hear African and Asian DX on 90/60/49/41 meters. 


Lately a faction of mediumwave DXers has infiltrated our club 
and have gotten us SW-DXers interested in at least hearing a 
few trans-Atlantic mediumwave catches. 


Well, this expedition, I decided to relax and not do anything 
stressful, like chasing rare DX on HF. <grin> I brought the 
Drake 2-B and 2-BQ plus a long/mediumwave converter. The other 
guys had modern R-8s. 


We all strung 500 foot or more wires out on the rocks outside the 
cottage (near Pemaquid Point, Chamberlain, ME) -- we just laid the 
wire on the ground!

One thing I failed to point out in my earlier post is the fact that inside a 
typical CRT base are 14 or so wires going to the pins. Some of these wires 
have a potential difference of up to 4000 volts relative to other wires in 
the same base. Whatever stuff you squirt into the CRT base has to not break 
down under this stress and it can't absorb moisture either or future 
breakdown is almost certain. If its dielectric properties add a lot of 
Capacitance between pins, I can see that causing a lot of weird problems too. 


I have a few spare CRTs that I can afford to experiment with and a few 
experts that used to work at Tek that I have not tapped yet. I will share 
if I learn something valuable.

Dilute phosphoric acid might be even 
better (and yes it is in both Naval Jelly and Coca-Cola - hopefully in 
different concentrations!).

I used to buy phosphoric acid in moderate strength as a product 
called Rusticide. The product was a pinkish liquid, much better 
for capacitor cleaning than a jelly. 


It was sold through a local car parts dealer for restoration work. I 
used it to turn the rust pits in British car fenders into iron 
phosphate, which neutralized the rust and could be coated with bondo 
or paint.

> Another way to build a sweeper is to glue a metal disk to a speaker. 

> [...used as part a variable element in the osc tuned circuit.] Audio in 
> the speaker causes a frq change. Either EICO or Heath did this. 


I can't speak about Eico or Heath, but RCA did just this trick in a TV 
"sideband analyzer," a very special sort of swept oscillator used in 
conjunction with a spectrum analyzer to tune up a TV transmsmitter. With 
a passband of about 4.5 MHz and a need for good response out to at least 
3.58MHz from carrier (one one side xonlyx) to get color through it, you 
cannot tune a TV rig by just turning the knobs and looking at the meters. 

Of course, stability is of paramount importance in this application...I 
leave it to everyone's imagination what the long-term (5-10 min) stability 
of the RCA gadget was, with the reminder that we're talking about VHF/UHF 
RF and tube oscillators.... Eeeeek! (Nowadays, the only good sideband 
analyzers for NTSC television are made by--of course!--Tektronix. No 
speaker, no tinfoil.) 

It'd probably be a fine way to go for fairly narrow swing of a ~455kHz 
swept alignment generator, though. :)

I recall reading somewhere (might have been old Electronics World) about 
using hot melt glue, as I recall the article said to run a small bead around 
where the socket met the glass of the tube. Supposedly, the socket/CRT 
would never get hot enough to remelt the glue, but because the glue remains 
somewhat flexible, it would not crack/come loose due to the differing 
expansion coeffecients of the glass envelope and the ceramic or bakelite 
base. I have never tried this so I certainly cannot comment on whether it 
really works. Sounds like it might be worth a try. By the way, I have a 
"hot glued" Japanese made 12 volt supply that came with an xtal controlled 2 
meter rig. This unit came, apparently from the factory since there were no 
mounting holes in the chassis, with the power xfmr hot glued to the chassis! 
I decided to change to mounting bolts although I guess the hot glue could be 
used to provide an indication of an overheated xfmr.

Got my R-390A (the one retrieved from a barn) washed and fixed, at least 
mostly. It works well on all bands except I only get static on the 2-2.99 
and 3-3.99 bands. Wouldn't you know it; I was looking forward to listening 
to the traders nets on 3.865 and 3.898, too. Bummer. 

So here's what I have done. I have checked the two crystals that cover 
these two segments; they are fine. I replaced the three RF cans that cover 
this segment with ones that I knew were good; still nothing but static. I 
pulled the slug rack for this segment up and down with the good RF cans in-- 
thinking the slugs were mis-aligned and with the hope a signal would pop 
out-- but with no change except static. Rotated the 3 capacitors on the cans 
this way and that with no result. And verified that the 3 cans marked 17.5 
Mhz were functioning ok ... and they are. 

Hmmm ... where do I go from here? Anyone got any ideas about the problem(s) 
or have suggested next steps..?

Good luck with the SX43. I had one back around 1960 and it was a 
decent receiver as long as I mounted it on a stable platform and 
didn't mind the rather puny bandspread. 


Yes, it does indeed have dual-conversion ala the SX42 for the FM 
broadcast band. Runs the signal through the IF twice. 


Now as to a speaker. Associated Radio, a QST advertiser, in/near 
Kansas City has two of them on their used equipment shelf. They 
want something like $20 to $30 for each of them. They are kinda 
scruffy as I recall but then so is your SX43. Your main problem 
would be to describe them to the counterman, who probably doesn't 
know what a Hallicrafters R #HF speaker is. But if you describe 
the size and tell him that it has a metallic grill on the front 
and a slide switch to change from voice to music, or something 
like that, he should be able to find them. They will ship, too.

I have a V-II, but haven't got it fully working yet. 
Are you talking about wider audio BW, less distortion, or what? 


One hint I got with the rig: If your audio is weak, 

or thin (tinny, no body), check the ‘lytic cathode bypass condesner 
on the speech amp stage. This baby dries out slowly over time, 

and your voice gets thinner and thinner. 


In theory you can improve fidelity of any audio stage by ripping out 
this bypass altogether (well, not output stages), 

but there may not be enough reserve gain in the V-II to let you 

get away with it.

>It's the shape of a Drake 1A, but maybe 40% bigger, with 4 or 5 
>knobs down the front that show digits 0-9. The analog VTVM is 

>a zero-center type. The reading is computed by carbohydrate-wetware 
>feedback -- you twist the knobs till the meter centers. 


Sounds like you have a Fluke 801 (I don't remember the exact model number). 
We used them in the Precision Measurements lab in the Air Force in the early 
70s. It is a fairly good meter for the time. You are correct in that it 
does have a chopper stabilized amplifier. 


>PROBABLY has some kind of internal voltage reference cell -- if so, it's 
>probably long since packed it in. It was liberated from work 20 years ago, 
>and worked fine the last time I tried it, almost that long ago. 


The earlier models had standard cells in them, so turning them upside down 
or banging them around could cause serious problems. I think the later 
models had a solid state reference. 


>I wonder if this was John Fluke's first DVTVM, and maybe their first 
>instrument? 


No, I don't think this was their first, but certainly an early one. For the 
time it was quite good if you didn't mistreat it.
